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A non-aqueous electrolyte cell comprising: 

(a) a positive electrode which is a metal oxide comprising 
at least one of manganese and cobalt; 

(b) a negative electrode; and 

(c) a non-aqueous electrolyte consisting of a solute and an 
organic solvent wherein: 

(i) the solute is LiPF 6 and 

(ii) the solvent consists essentially of a mixture of 30-70 
vol. % of a c yclic carbonat e and 7 0-3 0 vol. % of a n on-cycl ic 
carbonate, or about 95 non-cyclic: 5 cyclic carbonate to 20 non- 
cycTTcl 80 cyclic carbonate.
